A fourth day of protests in 
downtown Orlando ended Tues- 
day night with a sit-in at City Hall 
after the 10 p.m. curfew, leading to 
police throwing tear gas canisters 
and making arrests. 

Several hundred people sat 
down in front of City Hall, where 
the protest had started with an 
organized rally seven hours earli- 
er. 

“We are gonna sit here, like our 
brothers [and] sisters [during the 
Civil Rights era]? one protester 
said. Others threw water bottles 
at a police bike barrier. 

Police threatened to make ar- 
rests if they stayed past curfew, 
but as 10 p.m. passed, the pro- 
testers stayed. 

“We will be gassed,’ an organ- 
izer warned. 

Shortly after 10, that’s exactly 
what happened as police ordered 
the protesters to leave. When po- 
lice moved in, many of the pro- 
testers scattered. 

The protest was peaceful for 
most of the day, as thousands of 
people -- the biggest crowd yet -- 
joined demonstrators in at least 
140 cities nationwide protesting

the death of George Floyd, a black 
man who died after a white Min- 
neapolis police officer kept his 
knee on his neck for more than 8 
minutes as Floyd pleaded, “I can’t 
breathe.” 

The crowds were so large that 
the Orlando Police Department 
urged people to stay away. 

“Police activity throughout 
downtown Orlando to assist with 
large demonstrations,” it tweeted 
and sent to area residents in a 
robo-call. "Please stay inside and 
avoid the area if possible.” 

In a tense moment as it got 
closer to the 10 p.m. curfew, pro- 
testers on Jackson Street shouted, 
“Remove the masks, de-escalate” 
at officers blocking the street 
with bikes while wearing gas 
masks and goggles. “Why are you 
wearing riot gear? There’s no riot 
here? they chanted.

Trump: Stop the ‘lowlifes and losers’

WASHINGTON — President 
Donald Trump on Tuesday 
turned up the pressure on gover- 
nors to quell the violence set off 
by the death of George Floyd, 
demanding New York call up the 
National Guard to stop the 
“lowlifes and losers.” 

As more demonstrations be- 
gan taking shape around the

honeybees, it has not been found 
in Florida yet or terrorized the 
state’s already besieged beekeep- 


rs. 

“T would like people to under- 
stand we have far greater prob- 
lems with the honeybees right 
now,” said Seifert, who owns 
Sweet Bee Honey Farm in Sor- 


rento. 

Still, the Florida Department of 
Agriculture and Consumer Serv- 
ices is looking out for the murder 
hornet during inspections to help 
protect the vital role bees play in 
the economy and agriculture. The

Delayed 
results 
frustrate 
residents 


One doctor responsible 
for handling thousands 
of notifications per day

Contractors hired by Florida 
for 12 test sites have taken days — 
even weeks — to give thousands of 
people their coronavirus results. 

The state said Friday it has re- 
solved the problem, but that 
doesn’t explain why many Florid- 
ians have endured aggravation for 
at least two months trying to get 
their test results — and why a 
pediatrician in Hallandale Beach 
was entrusted with handling 
thousands of notification phone 
calls a day. 

People swabbed at the sites 
throughout the state, including 
Holiday Park in Fort Lauderdale 
and the Youth Fairgrounds at 
Florida International University, 
were given a phone number to 
call Eric Pantaleon, the pediat- 
rician, if they didn’t get results in 
five days. Calls to that number 
went unanswered or a recording 
told them to leave a message that 
never was returned. 

Dozens of frustrated residents 
describe spending days or weeks 
calling Pantaleon, city mayors, 
state senators and Florida health 
officials only to find out — often 
weeks after their tests — that they 
were negative for the virus, or, 
worse, that their results were in- 
conclusive. 

“It’s really frustrating. My girl- 
friend wants go out and get gro- 
ceries,” Charles Bond of Redland 
said during his wait for test results 
from the fairground at FIU. “But I

up the sexual harassment allega- 
tions in retaliation for being fired 
for his poor performance and 
said he collected more than 
$30,000 in wages for work he 
didn’t do, according to federal 
court records. 

Flores sued CFI first on May 5, 
alleging that Jackie Siegel regu- 
larly groped him and made sexu- 
ally charged comments like ask- 
ing him to tuck her into bed. He 
claimed he reported the harass- 
ment up the chain of command 
to no avail, which is when the 
company began complaining 
about his work performance and 
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
